Professor Ward thought that many | 
Browning Clubs made the mistake of 


studying the more difficult problems 
first, when it is only necessary to ap- 
proach him like other men, or in such 
way as will lead to his heart. One 
method might be to compile a volume 
for children, Robert Browning affords 
the opportunity for each student to de- 
pend upon his own resources in follow- 
Ing the dramatic monologues, for thus 
Professor Ward named many. of 
poems, comparing them to one sided 
telephone conversations, the reader to 
be "the other person.” 

Browning uses the seeret of novelists 
to good etfect, namely the plan of keep- 
ing one guessing, and often times guess- 
ing wrong. Prof. Ward gave sketches of 
several poems, emphasizing the charac- 
teristic points. In the enthusiasm and 
loyalty to his subject, the lecturer com- 
pared Browning to Shakespeare, show- 
Ing similarities between the two, and 
many differences. Shakespeare has left 
100 lines, while Brownings number 
000. Browning is unparalleled, even 
by Shakespeare, in the Rrniy world,

COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY’S LEGACIES 
FROM BLOOMINGDALE,

MILD MURDERERS, 


CONVICT TRAMPS THAT INFEST CER- 
TAIN PARTS OF SIBERIA, 


They Commit Deeds of Blood Without Ir- 


Religion--An Incident Illustrating Their 
Peculiar Ideas, 


The feature of Siberian life which 
inost impresses a traveler is the convict 
tramp. He has escaped from the mines 

nd is wearily tramping across the 
snowy wastes, cold and hungry and con- 
rtantly hiding from pursuit, only to be 
finally caught and taken back. 

Liberty is sweet, but the chance of 

ultimate escape is very small, as they 


capo at all must be due to the fact that 
even the terrible privations of the jour- 
ney are a welcome change from the liy- 
pg grave of the mines. 

To discourage attempts at escape the 
government has granted the lawful priv- 
ilege to any one to shoot them on sight, 
he convicts, not knowing friends from 
enemies, are obliged to avoid villages 
during the day and to have recourse to 
highway robbery to satisfy their wants. 

Generally speaking these bradlagi are 
the worst of criminals, 

One of the leading characteristics of 
the bradlagi which distinguish them 
from other murderers and freebooters is 
their complete indifference and absence 
of irrigation and passion when commit- 
ting a deed of blood. 

But what astonishes one most is the 
combination of the most hardened crime 
with some religious ideas and also a cor- 
tain degree of humility born of the se- 
vere discipline of hard labor of the 
minos, which produces a show of pity 
toward the victim they are destroying 
in the most cold blooded manner, 

Misfortune—and the bradlagi is one 
of the most unfortunate of beings— 
unconsciously turns their thoughts to- 
ward religion. In justification of their 
crimes they invariably say, ‘‘We are 
poor sinners, but also most unfortunate, 
and therefore God will forgive us all 
our sins.’ 

Whenever they see a cross, they al- 
ways take off their caps and cross 
themselves. In conversation they are 
very fond of quoting what at first sight 
seem Scripture texts, but what in reali- 
ty are phrases made by themselves for 
their own justification, such as ‘‘God 
hates the rich ones of this world,’’ ‘*Sin 
committed in perfect humility is no 
sin,’? ‘If thou must kill a man, don’t 
kill his soul.’ 

Their peculiar ideas are exemplified 
in the following incident, In one of the 
more important villages there lived two 
men, &® Russian and a Pole, sent there 
for some small offeuse. Both being shoe- 
makers, they entered into partnership 
and tried to gain a decent living. 

One day they went some 20 versts 
from the village onan excursion, and 
coming toa few straggling bushes they 
separated and began to gather little 
pieces of wood, 

As ill luck would have it, a party of 
12 tramps just then passed. Perceiving 
the Pole alone, they surrounded him in 
an instant. The Russian, who was but 
a few paces off, hid in the bushes and 
witnessed what followed. 

He could not help his friend, as he 
knew that if he showed himself he 
would be killed at once. 

“Hail, friend,’’ said the tramps, tak 
ing off their caps. ‘‘ Bad luck to you 
that you have met us, but you see it is 
not our fault.

A GOLF COURSE. 


The Ground Required and How the Linke 


Should Be Arranged, 


From 80 to 90 acres are required for 
a full 18 hole course, entailing a large 
iniital expense in construction and 


heavy permanont charges for ap keep, 


to say nothing of the item of rent. Dut 
golf does not absolutely depend upon 


how many holes you have, Their play 
ing quality is much more important 


Nine or even six good holes will give 


better golf than 18 short or indifferent 
ones, and it is never good policy to over 


crowd the playing area Since 9 and 6 
are both multiples of 18, two or three 
rounds of a short course will make up 


the perfect number of 18 holes, and it 


is for this reason that 7, 10 and 12 
hole courses are seldom seen, Poraciub 
of, say, 80 to 50 members a 6 hole course 
should be large enough to accommodate 


all who may be likely to play at any 


| one time, but with a longer list of play 


ings members it is apt to get blocked, A

should cost the player more than one 
legitimate stroke to extricate his ball 


| (although he may very possibly take a 


large number), and the difficulty should 


| always be a visible one. Blind pits and 


the like are unfair traps and should at 
least have their position marked by spe- 
cial flags, At the seashore the sand 
bunker is the natural and traditional 
hazard, and its ordinary substitute on 


} an inland course is the cop bunker, or 


simple ditch partially filled with sand 
In making a cop bunker the turf should 
first be removed from a strip of ground 
14 to 16 feet wide, the length of the 


strip depending upon the distance of the 


hazard from tee or putting green. The 
farther away from either tee or green 
the longer must be the bunker, so that 
wildly driven balls way not escape its 


clutches. The excavation should be from 


18 inches to two feet in depth, and the 


earth remoyed should be heaped up in a | 
mound three to five feet in height, with | 
the open trench on the near side, and 
then banked with the turf to insure its 
preservation, The sides should have a 
tolerably steep slope to keep the balls 
from running over, but they should not 
be so perpendicular as to bo unplayable, 
The trench should now be filled with 
fine white sand to within a few inches 
of the playing level of the field; other 
wise the ditch will either be muddy or 
sun baked, and neither condition is fa 
vorable to good golf 


In the up keep of the average inland 


course the chief dificulty is to keep the 
#rass short upon the fair green or course 
between the holes, It must be short, 
or the player will never get a decent 
brassie lie, and the balls will be lost 
With vexatious frequency. If the graz- 
ing of sheep will not keep the grass 
down, itinust then be regularly cut, and 
preferably by a horse lawn mower, The 
ordinary hay machine cannot be set to 
cut close enough to the ground.—Har 
per’s Round Table.

THE WAR, 


Naval and military preparations for 
the liberation of Cuba from the bar- 
barous rule of Spain go swiftly and 
steadily on. It is now expected that 
the capture of the Island and surrender 
of Blaneo and his army will take place 
within a month. An army of 75,000 
men is to be landed ina few days to 
march on Havana, which will be a force 
capable of sweeping all before it, and 
in the meantime Morro Castle and other 
Cuban forts are to be demolished by 
Sampson's great fleet of war vessels. 
The President is determined to strike a 
vigorous blow at once and end the war. 

It is reported that Spain's Cape de 
Verde fleet, its chief reliance, has sailed 
beck to Cadiz, which means, so foreign | 
nations think, that the Spanish govern- 
ment has concluded to give up its West 
India possessions and let the Cuban 
patriots and Uncle Sam have them. 

On May 1, Commodore Dewey, 
whose name is on every tongue, totally 
destroyed the Spanish fleet at Manila 
and seized the Philippine Islands, which 
he still holds and over which the 
American Flug now proudly waves. 

After Com. Dewey had burned and 
sunk eleven Spanish war ships—all 
they had at Manila—and silenced the 
forts, no intelligence was received from 
him until May 7, when the glorious 
news was fully confirmed by a dis- 
patch from the Commodore himself.

Since the magnificent naval achieve- 
ment by Com. Dewey at Manila no 
exciting War news has been received, 
and the country has been patiently 
waiting for a grand, crushing forward 
move on Havana and Blanco’s com- 
mand. This is coming very soon, bunt 
not a minute too soon to please the 
loyal people of this country. 

We expect to be able to announce in 
our next issue the capture of Porto 
Rico, Cuba, and a proposition from the 
Spanish government for peace.

It is probable that Mr. McCall will re- 
tire from the contest voluntarily, his 
recent hostile action on war measures 
in Congress having placed him in such 
strong antagonism to his constituency 
that an attempt ata re-election would 
prove unavailing.

Though the German soldiers do not 
get the steady practice in real fighting 
that the British troops have the kaiser 
does not allow his men to rust, Period- 
{cally bodies of German troops are dis- 
patched into some part of German terri- 
tory that presents as many difliculties 
as possible, with orders to attack or de- 
fend certain positions under all the con- 
ditions of real war. 

If the cavalry has orders to charge, 
the charge must be made with the des- 
peration and recklessness of men who 
aro riding through deadly fire. Artillery 
is hurled headlong into country that 
often is difficult for infantry. Men and 
horses go down and accidents are com- 
mon events of the routine. Only occa- 
sionally are they made public, as for in- 
stance the great one when two bodies 
of heavy cavalry rode into each other at 
full speed, killing and wounding many 
men. 

Great areas are ‘‘reserved’'—practi- 
cally seized—for the purposes of these 
evolutions, A circle of sentries is posted 
around the reserved territory, and the 
people who live in it are ordered to 
leave their houses and to remain outside 
of the lines until the practice is ended. 
In artillery practice particularly this 
clearing of the territory to be used is 
done with particular care, for the artil- 
lery fire is genuine, service shot and 
shell being used. 

A remarkable feature of German ar- 
tillery mock battles is the use of moy- 
able wooden figures to represent the en- 
emy. They are exact copies of infantry, 
artillery and cayalry and are worked by 
an elaborate system of wires. As these 
evolutions take place in the winter, the 
cavalry dummies are mounted on sleighs 
and come down on tho artillery in reg- 
ular charges. 

An official German eyewitness de- 
soribes an artillery attack as follows: 

“The terrain has been cleared of all 
except the military. In 
the guns crowd a ravine, the last cover 
before they go into action. 
horses draw euch gun. A messenger 
comes galloping from the front with the 
order to move, ‘Mount! Trot!’ com- 
qmoand the officers. The long lines thun- 
der up the ravine. 
reconnoissance clatter down the lines 
and report to battery chiefs that there is 
no cover Where the artillery must go into 
position and that swiftmoyement of the 
guns is necessary to bring them into ac- 
tion with the least possible loss of men, 
as the enemy's fire controls the place. 

‘By this time the upper end of the 
ravine is reached, ‘Battery, gallop— 
march!’ and with furious speed the 
heavy cannon go into the open—into 
unknown, snow covered country full of 
trenches and deep cuts, 
the most exciting maneuver of the day, 
Snow covered water courses and drain- 
age canals cut the country up 
it. Axles break and men fall 
jron hoofs.

The next shot comes from 
our left wing, and this time we have 
dropped it into the woods that cover the 
foe. 

‘*Now we have bim caught between 
the tines of our fork shots, and closer 
aud closer we crowd him with the ever 
concentrating fire of our whole batter- 
jes. At last we throw a shell into the 
woods in just the right place. As the 
white smoke rises it makes a shining 
background, against which the dum- 
mies, representing the enemy's artillery, 
are plainly visible for a moment, Mer- 
rily the shrapnels fy now and smash 
into them, 

“Then, moved from the sides with 
long wires, infantry and sharpshooters 
appear bere and there, The batteries 
must direct their fire in all directions in 
quick changes until they have made the 
whole line of woods untenable, 

‘“*When that is accomplished, there 
barst with startling suddenness several 
squadrons of cavalry from the trees. 
They come swiftly, as if they had grown 
out of the earth, and approach the bat- 
teries with startling speed. 

‘*Slowly a few trial shots are thrown 
toward them to wet their range. here 
is silence for a second, Then the air is 
ful! of metal.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY PARK, 

Several times during the last year 
the JourRNAL has spoken of a plan 
which the ‘Trustees of the Woburn 
Public Library have of laying out and 
constructing a park in the rear of the 
Library building, the same to include 
the utilization of the ‘Town Meadow. 
The public have been desirous of see- 
ing the plan carried through, 

Recently the Trustees have employed 
a Boston landscape gardener to examine 
the land, and a civil engineer to esti- 
mate the cost of drainage, all with a 
view of laying out such a park as has 
been for some time contemplated by the 
Trustees, and the report of each is 
highly favorable for such enterprise. 

To successfully execute the design of 
the Library authorities it would be 
necessary for the city to expend about 
$800 in changing drain pipes in the 
streets to enable the water from ‘Town 
Meadow to be carried off. This sum, 
we suppose, the city would willingly 
pay to secure so valuable an addition 
to our public park system. The Library 
Trustees are legally prohibited from 
spending money for such purpose out- 
side of the Library property, hence the 
necessity of asking the city to give the 
small amount which the Engineer re- 
ported would be required to perfect the 
drainage. The city could not spend 
$800 more profitably, for by doing it a 
beautiful and much needed park would 
be secured. 

If this plan is consummated the 
work will become the northera ter- 
minus of a parkway from Woburn 
Centre to the Mystic or Winchester 
Parkway, one of the most delightful in 
the suburbs of Boston. Col. Liver- 
more of the State Board of Park Com- 
missioners will be out here in a few 
days and go over the route for such a 
drive with Hon. KE, D. Hayden and 
such other citizens as may join them, 
with a view of building the extension 
from the Mystic Boulevard. 

It is to be hoped that the city authori- 
ties will make the appropriation and 
tuke any other measures that may be 
necessary to secure the handsome park 
contemplated by the Library Trustees. 


OFF TO CAMP, 


When Company G left bere at 7.85

CIVIL SERVICE. 


Fora year and a half some of the De- 
partments of the Woburn city govern- 
ment have been doing busivess in vio- 
lation of the Civil Service laws. The 
State Board have been cognizant of all 
the facts during a large part of that 
time. They have been importuned to 
interfere an’ in response have made 
one or two perfunctory moves to have 
the lawsenforced. ‘They, or somebody 
else, procured an opinion from the 
Attorney General in the Water Regis- 
trar case which was clearly against the 
action of our Water Board and then 
the Water Board were indicted. The 
indictment returned into Court, 
the case docketed, aud that was the end 
of it. Why did not the Civil Service 
Commissioners prosecute the case? 
They know, but nobody else does, 

The present Board of Public Works 
appointed a Clerk last month clearly in 
violation of the Civil Service rules, 
What have the Commissioners, whose 
duty is to handle such cases, done about 
it? They have written a letter of 
inquiry to the Board, and there the 
matter hangs. 

The course of the Commissioners 
concerning these violations of law by 
the Woburn authorities calls for ab in- 
vestigation, or at least an explanation, 
and itis more than likely that one or 
the other will come before long.

Jitizens of long residence, entirely 
reliable, have no hesitation in declaring 
that lust Sunday was the greatest day 
ever seen in Woburn. It was a patri- 
otic ten-strike. Nothing like it can be 
found in the history of the old town. 
And yet nothing could have been more 
quiet, orderly, or in consonance with 
the religious character of the day. 
When Company G, Sth Regiment, 
received orders to go into camp on the 
24th it occurred to Rey, Doremus 
Scudder, pastor of First church, that 
their departure, espetially as it was 
possible they might not return to their 
Armory in this city, but be culled for 
by the National authorities and ordered 
South, could be made the occasion for 
holding a ‘Patriotic Sunday” on the 
22d, the same to include a Flag raising 
on the church, which idea waa favor- 
ably received and promptly acted on. 
Rev. Daniel March, D. D., Pastor 
Emeritus, heartily favored the move- 
ment, and when that was announced 
everybody knew for sure that a ‘*Patri- 
otic Sunday” would be the right thing 
to have. 

Preparations for it began at once. 
Mr. Charles W. Hill soon had money 
enough collected to buy a fine Flag 
which, with the timely aid of Mr. 
Edward Caldwell and Mr. Albert B. 
Dimick, was soon obtained, and it was 
a beauty. In the mean time Cyrus 
F. Lamb made a fine staff and secured 
it over the main entrance of the 
church to be ready for ‘The Star Span- 
gled Banner at 12 m., Sunday. The 
Flag was officially presented to the 
church by the Y. P. S. C. Ee. although 
Mr. Hill got the money for it and was 
almost solely instrumental in obtaining 
the glorious piece of bunting. 

Then came 10.30 forenoon, Sunday, 
May 22, and the service of patriotism 
began. When the people entered the 
auditorium of First church they found 
it a sight to behold. ‘There were Flags 
everywhere. ‘Che walls were covered 
with them; they waved and fluttered 
from every column; the pulpit was 
radient; the singers were almost hidden 
behind masses of bunting. ‘The old 
church never looked so gay in all its 
life betore. 

Occupying the centre pews were 
Company G, both Posts of G. A. R., 
the Relief Corps of both, Sons of 
Veterans, H. S. Battalion, and sur-

MORSE AND DAGUERRE, 


An Interesting Interview Between the 
Two Discoverera In 1830, 


The following is an extract from 
a private letter of Professor 8. F. B. 
Morse to the editor of the New York 
Observer, dated March 9, 
1830; 

“You have perhaps heard of the 
daguerreotype, so called, from the 
fiscoverer, M. Daguerre. It is one 
of the most beautiful discoveries of 
the age. I don’t know if you re- 
member some experiments of mine 
in New Haven many years ago, 
when I had my painting room next 
to Professor Silliman’s — experi- 
ments to ascertain if it were possi- 
ble to fix the image of the camera 
obscura, IT was able to produce dif- 
ferent dogrees of shade on paper 
dipped into a solution of nitrate of 
silver by means of different degrees 
of light, but, finding that light pro- 
duced dark and dark light, I pre- 
sumed the production of a true im- 
age to be impracticable and gave up 
the attempt. M. Daguerre has real- 
ized in tho most exquisite manner 
this idea, 

“A few days ago I addressed a 
note to him requesting, as a 
stranger, the favor to see his results 
and inviting him in return to see 
my telegraph, I was politely invited 
to see them under these circum. 
stances, for he had determined not 
to show them again until the cham- 
bers had passed definitely on the 
proposition for the government to 
purchase the secret of the discovery 
and make it public. The day before 
yesterday, the 7th, I called on M. 
Daguerre, at his rooms in the Dio- 
rama, to see these admirable results, 

“They are produced on a metallic 
surface, the principal pieces about 
? inches by 5, and they resemble 
aqua tint engraving, for they are in 
simple chiara oscuro and not in col- 
ors. But the exquisite minuteness 
of the delineation cannot be con- 
ceived. No painting or engraving 
ever approached it. For example, 
in a view up the street a distant 
sign would be perceived, and the 
eye could just discern that there 
were lines of letters upon it, but so 
minute as not to be read with the 
naked eye, By the assistance of a 
powerful lens, which magnified 60 
times, applied to the delineation, 
every letter was clearly and dis- 
tinctly legible, and so also were the 
minutest breaks and lines in the 
walls of the building and the pave- 
ments of the street. The effect of 
the lens upon the picture was ina 
great degree like that of the tele- 
scope in nature. 

“Objects moving are not impress- 
ed. The boulevard, so constantly 
filled with a moving throng of pe- 
destrians and carriagos, was perfect- 
ly solitary, except an individual 
who was having his boots brushed, 
His feet were compelled, of course, 
to be stationary for somo time, one 
being on the box of the bootblack

“Staging now is not what it was 
in the early days,” he continued, 
“The trouble now is that whenever 
a stage line begins to pay a railroad 
} is built, and the stayes have to move 
farther off into the newer sections of 
thocountry, Ltook a ride up through 
Okanogan county to the British Co- 

lumbia line a short time ago on the 
stages in operation there, and it was 
one of the worse experiences I ever 
had. The stages are little morethan 
mere Wagons—not the easy going 6 
to 12 horse teamed luxurious coaches 
with accommodations for any num- 
ber up to 86 that we had in Montana, 
Tho roads are bad, and one jolts 
along over the trails expecting every 
minute that the next will be his last, 
Ho arrives at his destination thor- 
oughly exhausted. 

“But in the old days we had 
stages. Equipment is the word for 
their furnishings. They wero as 
luxurious as it was possible to make 
them. They rode like rocking chairs, 
On our lines running from Mandan 
to Missoula and from Corinne over 
in Idaho to Helena by way of Deer 
Lodge, the coaches had accommoda- 
tions for 18, 24 and 86 and were 
drawn by teams of 6 to 12 horses. 
It was a matter of get there with 
them. They had the mail contracts 
and were receiving $364 for every 
mile they carried 600 pounds of bag- 
gage and $150 for each extra hun- 
dred pounds. They had a monopoly 
of that traffic, and that is what 
caused the star route investigation 
in 1884. The coaches could carry 
4,000 pounds of express and the 
fame amount of mail and baggage, 
besides their passenger lists. They 
averaged 8 1-3 miles over this entire 
distance, or 91g miles actual running 
time. This was over mountains and 
plains and in all kinds of weather. 
Our stages used toleave Bozeman in 
the morning and arrive in Helena, 
98 miles away, in the evening. 

“Montana was in its stage lines 
second only to California, There 
will never be another country such 
as those two for stage lines, The 
roads were all good and hard through 
all kinds of weather, and the horses 
could fairly fly. There was money 
in staging then. The Gilman-Sauls- 
bury company is said to haye made 
$76,000,000 out of their stage lines, 
and I guess that is true. The mail 
contracts and the heavy passenger 
lists, to fay nothing of the express, 
made the profits count up, even aft- 
er they had divided with those in 
charge of the mail contracts and 
after the government had forced 
them to give upa part of their steal- 
ings. 

“There were several hold ups by 
road agents in those days, but as far 
as lean remember, and I was con- 
nected with the lines during the 
seventies and early eighties, we ney- 
er lost any bullion. 

“Montana has only three stage 


and the other on the ground, Con- 
sequently his boots and legs are 
well defined, but he is without body 
or head, because these were in mo- 
tion. 

“'Theim pressions of interior views 
are Rembrandt perfected, One of 
the plates is an impression of a 
spider, The spider was not bigger 
than the head of a large pin, but the 
image, magnified by the solar micro- 
scope to the size of the palm of the 
hand, having been impressed on the 
plate and examined through a lens, 
was further magnified and showed 
aminuteness of organization hither- 
to not seen to exist. 

“You perceive how this discovery 
is thorefore about to open a new 
field of research in the depths of 
microscopic nature. We are soon to 
see if tho minute has discovered lim- 
its. The naturalist is to have a new 
kingdom to explore as much be 
yond the microscope as the micro 
scope is beyond the naked eye. 
“But Iam near the end of my pa- 
per, and I have unhappily to give a 
melancholy close to my account of 
this ingenious discovery. M, Da- 
guerre appointed yesterday at noon 
to see my telegrapb. He came and 
passed more than an hour with me, 
expressing himself highly gratified 
at its operation, but while he was 
thus employed the great building of 
the Diorama, with his own house, 
all his beautiful works, his valuable 
notes and papers, the labors of 
yeurs of experiment, were, unknown 
to him, at that moment becoming 
the prey of the flames, His recret, 
indeed, is still safe with him, but 
the steps of his progress in the dis- 
covery and his valuable researches 
in science are lost to the scientifio 
world, I Jearn that the Diorama 
was insured, but to what extent 
Iknow not. Iam sure all friends 
of science and improvement will 
unite in expressing the deepest sym- 
pathy in M. Daguerre’s loss and the 
sincere hope that such a liberal sum 
will be awarded him by his govern- 
ment as shall enable him, in some 
degree at least, to recover from his 
loss.’’—Boston Transcript.

Fabulous Profits Made by the Companies 
Who Owned Them, 

“The stagecoach duys are about 
over in Montana and Idaho,” said §, 
I’, Shannon toareporter. ‘*With the 
extension of the Northern Pacifio 
branch into Lewiston, Ida.,, the little 
stage line into that town will have 
to give way. There but three 
gtage lines left in Montana, and it is 
only a matter of time before they 
will be gone, But those were great 
days when the great Gilman-Sauls- 
bury lines were operating in Mom 
tana,’ And Mr. Shannon lapsed into 
silence a moment as he thought of 
the old days when he was auditor of 
that line, stationed at Helena, 

With the stagecoach lines from 
their infancy to their days of power 
and then with the railroad when it 
was finally completed through to 
the Pacific,and sow in other business 
to look back on those earlier and at 
least equally happy days, has been

Mr, Shannon's experience, He is in- 
timately acquainted with the heads 
of the Northern Pacific and was with 
that road long bofore the present 


lines left now, and these run through 
rich agricultural districts. Cattle 
and sheep ranches are abundant, 
and the lines are doing a good busi- 
ness. Ina few years the railroads 
will become jealous of them, if they 
are not now, and build through 
their districts. Then the stage lines 
will be only a matter of history. All 
the lines run out of Livingston, Mon, 
From Billings, Great Malls and Big 
Sandy on the Great Northern they 
run into Livingston, The first two 
virtually meet at Utioa. 

“In Oregon and Washington there 
aro a few stage lines, but the day 
for staging has gone,’’ concluded 
Mr. Shannon regretfully.—Tacoma 
Ledger.

There was intense tribulation among 
the steerage officers of the Vandalia as 
she Jay at ber moorings in the tranquil 
harbor of Apia on the occasion of our 
first visit to the Samoan islands in Jan- 
uary, 1889, for scarcely had we let go 
her bew and stern anchors, as is cus- 
tomary in those treacherous latitudes, 
when it was discovered that our mess- 
man during the commotion attendant 
therewith had unceremoniously slipped 
over the side and swum to an outward 
bound merchantman with a view to ab- 
ruptly severing his relations with the 
navel service in general and the mid- 
ship mess of our vessel in particular. 

The mess ‘‘striker,’’ as he is unoffi- 
cially designated, of a man-o’-war, is 
notwithstanding his apparent inferior- 
ity, from a standpoint of relative rank, 
an important functionary, particularly 
when so thoroughly familiar with his 
duties as was our late incumbent, who, 
in spite of his characteristic, baram 
scarum propensities, which had from 
time to time called forth corrections in 
various degrees of seyerity from the 
members of our mess, was far above the 
average in his capacity. True, he had a 
penchant for thrashing every new cook 
who appeared for duty at the galley, 
but his saucepans and baking tins were 
in consequence always given the point 
of precedence, thus insuring us a hot 
cuisine at every meal, and if he did re- 
strict himself to the best brands of to- 
bacco he could abstract from our private 
stores he daily bestowed upon our shoes 
a polish which was unimpeachable in 
the eyes of the inspecting officers, and, 
thanks to his industry, our sword hilts 
and trappings invariably bore a luster 
which awakened undisguised enyy in 
the eyes of our seniors, But he was 
gone now, and we had to console our- 
telyes as best we could with blaming 
cach other for his flight, 

The carpenter, who alone appeared 
above reproach in the affair, accused 
the sailmaker because of having reviled 
him for appropriating a bolt of canvas 
from the sail locker with which to man- 
ufacture deck cloths for our quarters, 
while the sailmaker in turn censured 
the boatswain for having gone still fur 
ther in reporting him for creating some 
disturbance or other forward among the 
crew. ‘The boatswain was equally con- 
vinced that the fault lay with the gun- 
ner, who had seen fit to impose extra 
duty upon him for haying slighted his 
ordnance duties as set forth in the ship's 
station bill, though the gunner argued 
that the pay clerk, our caterer, was re- 
sponsible for the catastrophe in haying 
held back the ‘‘striker’s’’ ration money 
to cover an overdraft in his accounts, 
Finally all but myself, the command- 
er’s secretary, agreed that I was amena- 
ble to contributory negligence in not 
having manipulated the conduct records 
in such # mauuer as to secure first class 
liberty for him in every port we had 
visited, from which privilege his turbu- 
Jent deportment had always precluded 
him. However, such speculations were 
productive of no improvement in the 
situation, and after having endured the 
potty annoyance of being forced to ad- 
minister to our individual wants for 
the space of three days, intensified by 
frequent criticisms on the part of the 
commanding oflicer during his rounds 
of inspection, we were not a little re- 
lieved to hear our caterer announce that 
he had secured another messman from 
the settloment on shore, the same being 
a native islander who had been recom- 
mended for the billet by one of the lo- 
cal missionaries. 

Wo entertained more or less misgiv- 
ings us to the suitability of this new ac- 
quisition, but under the circumstances 
were ready to accept avy one in the 
form of an attendant, so that when sub- 
sequently he appeared on board and on- 
tered upon the discharge of his duties 
no disparaging comments were forth- 
coming, 

His pame, in accordance with the 
customs of bis people, was limited to 
one appellation, Wailoah, which, pro- 
pounced-in his peculiar native accent, 
wus blrangely pleasing to the ear, In 
appearance he wasa strikingly band- 
some fellow, the comoliness of his well 
proportioned frame accentuated by a 
reyular cast of features, fine cyes and 


steuight black pair, No dows dis wylen- 


cia physique, together with his amiable 
disposition, went far toward reconciling 
ue to bis unsophisticated manners and 
inadaptability to his duties, for as time 
Hrogressed it became evident that Wai- 
louh would never make a brilliant sue 
cess as aimess striker, His tastes, not 
unnaturally for a Samoan, were more 
in harmony with the strictly nautical 
features of life on shipboard than with 
the menial requirements of his rating, 
aud he would have accustomed himeelf 
With vastly greater facility to the use 
of a marline spike or serving mallet than 
to the accouterments of galley and 
miessTroom, 

Our stay at Apia on this occasion was 
brief, and less than a fortnight found 
us again under way, bound for the Ma- 
wiiian Islands, away to the northenst- 
word, It was while at Honolulu that a 
change became manifest in’ Wailoah’s 
character, whether the outcome of his 
association with the unruly element of 
our crew orof an inborn thirst so preva- 
Jont among bis race is problematic, but 
at all events when at the expiration of 
u month we were again headed for the 
Samoan group our messman had devel- 
oped an insatiable appetite for intoxi- 
eating liquor, In the absence of ordinary 
ttimulants, which it was impossible for 
Jim to procure at sea, he would seek to 
tlleviate his thirst with anything, from 
tho contents of the cook's yeast breaker 
to undiluted worcestershire sauce, and 
when these substitutes were placed be- 
youd his reach his craving Was as in- 
tense as that of aconfirmed toper. I 
pitied the poor fellow in his lamentable 
afiliction and frequently took occasion 
to reason with him, in which instances 
he would invariably be seized with re- 
morse, bemoaning his inability to over- 
come his failing and insisting vpon his 
unfitness to live, 

One afternoon I entered the steerage 
unexpectedly and found him standing 
beside one of the deadlights in the ves- 
sel’s side, abstractedly gazing at a pho- 
tograph held in his hand, Upon per- 
ceiving me ho hastily thrust it into the 
bosom of his shirt, but my interest was 
aroused, and I insisted upon its being 
shown me. I was obliged to repeat my 
demand, however, before he would pro- 
duce it, and then in a shamefaced way 
he banded oyer to me the picture of a 
beautiful Samoan girl, whose features 
bore in softened curves a striking re- 
semblance to his own, On the lower 
margin of the card, in characters eyi- 
dently formed by an untrained hand, 
was the brief legend, ‘‘Iolani,’’ but up- 
on my appealing to him for an explana- 
tion he answered never & word, com- 
mands and entreaties alike being of no 
avail in drawing him out, 

Ordinarily the incident would have 
seemed trivial enough, and had it not 
been for the sequel which transpired 
shortly after our return to Apia it prob- 
ably would never have recurred to my 
memory. 

It came about in the early morning 
hours of the 16th day of February. Our 
ship was not alone in the little reef girt 
harbor. Besides a multitude of smaller 
ervaft which had been driven to seek its 
scant protection from the storms that 
had been sweeping the surface of the 
surrounding ocean for a week past, a 
powerful fleet of war vessels, represent- 
ing the navies of three great nations, 
was assembled therein. From the 12th 
to the 14th the weather had been squal- 
ly and the barometers indicated an im- 
pending gale, but by the morning of 
the 15th the conditions had modified, 
and in the afternoon a perfect calm pre- 
vailed. No leave of absence from the 
vessel was uxtended to the crew, but a 
few of the caterers and messmen, in- 
cluding Wailoah, hud been allowed to 
go ashore for the night in the interest 
of their duties, with instructions to re- 
port at the landing should a tagnal 
three guns be fired. 

Until the hour of midnight was struck 
scarcely a breath of air had disturbed 
the tranquillity of the waters, but the 
simultaneous clanging of the ship’s bells 
seemed to awaken the storm god from 
his fitful sleep, the dying vibrationg 
merging ifito a shivering sigh which 
arose from the deep to be hurled back 
in a stifled moan from the fust lowering 
skies. So rapidly did the change trans- 
pire that the barometers were all but 
cuught napping, their indicators shift- 
ing from one to another extreme with 
starcling suddenness. 

Without a moment’s delay the recall 
guns were fired and boats dispatched to 
the shore for the absentees, while on 
board extra anchors were got out and 
everything made snug to meet the im- 
minent tempest. By the time the boats 
had returned a fierce gale was raging 
about the island, the sea dashing in 
huge bellowing breakers over the coral 
reefs, which, affording us no protection 
from the fury of the storm, were a con- 
stant menace to the ships lying near 
them. Never shall I forget that awful 
experience and the dire calamities which 
from the beginning were portended,. 

Enveloped alike in darkness and 
swirling waves, not knowing what mo- 
ment our vessel might be dashed to 
pieces upon some treacherous rock or 
sent to the bottom in a collision with 
oue of the many other ships in the bay, 
it was an ordeal to inspire the stoutest 
hearts with dread, All too late it was 
discovered thut our anchors were drag- 
ging and we were drifting toward the 
reefs. The engines were sot to work 
steaming in the opposite direction, and 
for a time we appeared to hold our own, 
but moment by moment the gale in- 
creased in violence, until it was no lon- 
ger a gale, but a stupendous hurricane, 
aud as the gray dawn crept in around 
us we were enabled to distinguish the 
reefs within a cable’s length of our 
starboard quarter, 

Something must be done instantly! 
If a line could be got to the shore, we 
might be saved; otherwise we were 
doomed, But how was it to be accom- 
plished? A small boat was out of the 
question in such # tremendous sea, and 
an attempt to swim it would be little 
short of madness, Yet it was the one 


remaining hope, and a yolunteer was | 


called for, There was & moment's hesi- 
tatiou—unot of fear, but of diffidence— 
and a figure clad in oilskins glided from 
under the forecastle to the executive 
officer’s side. The light was yet too un 
certain to clearly distinguish faces, but 
I heard some one say '* Wailoah’’ and 
surged forward with the rest to make 
sure. As I drew near and made out the 
bronze face under the sou’ wester, I mut 

tered vaguely to myself, ‘Yes, Wailoah 
—but how small of stature he seems!’ 
Scurcely hud I spoken when the yolun 
teor mouted the bulwarks close by the 
gun against which I was steadying my- 
self, A moment later the oilskin coat 
and sou'wester were thrown aside, and 
I beheld above me, outlined against the 
white crested breakers, clad ouly ina 
scarf about the loins, and with a smail 
line passed around the waist—not Wai 
loah, but the graceful figure of a girl. 
( stood as if riveted tothedeck! Where 
bad her face appeared to mo before? 
Suddenly there flashed into my recollec 

tion the remembrance of the picture 
and inscription which I had seen in 
Wailoah's possession, and involuntarily 
my lips framed the syllables, ‘*lolani.”’ 
The next instant she had vanished, 
Whenoo she had come I did not in that 
hour of peril seck to ascertain, but when 
the line we stood watghing with mingled

frvitless, I felt a bitter pang at heart to 
think that the devoted girl had sacri 
ficed her life in trying to save ours, 

Notwithstanding that she was but 
one of many, from our brave commander 
down, who failed to reach the shore on 
that fatal day, as Lolung through its 
long, painful hours, together with my 
fast diminishing shipmiates, to the tan- 
gled rigging of our gallant ship while 
her life Was being ground out upon the 
cruel rocks, my thoughts constantly re® 
verted to the inexplicable appearance of 
the Samoan girl among us and the sad 
consequence of her heroism, 

It was Jate in the afternoon before 
they at length sueccedetl in landing a 
line from one of the mortars on the 
Trenton across our fore and aft stays, 
on Which we were enabled one by one 
to cross over to the comparative safety 
of that vessel; but even then our rescue 
Was not complete, for the old flagship 
was hard and fast aground and rapidly 
breaking up. But the natives on shore 
gallantly came to our relief, and, linked 
arm in arm they formed a living chain, 
reaching through the breakers to the 
side of the stranded war vessel, and 
through the exertions of these brave 
fellows the entire ship’s company and 
those of us who were saved from tho 
Vandalia were eventually landed on the 
bese, As Telimbed down the side in 
my turn to leave the wreck I was 
grasped by the strong arms of the fore 
most isliunder, who seemed to peer anx- 
iously in my face as he passed me on 
down the line, and, though Thad caught 
but a fleeting glimpse of his features, it 
had been sufficient to convince me that 
it was Wailoah, Later on I again ob- 
served him moving restlossly in and out 
among the throng of shipwrecked mar- 
jiners on the shore, and as he came near 
I called him tome, Ican see him yet 
as he stood before moe with haggard face 
and questioning eyes, and when T told 
him of the fate of her for whom he 
sought he appeared asif turned to stone, 

In another instant an agony of grief 
seized upon him, and smiting his fore- 
head with his clinched hand he uttered 
a ory of anguish and sprang to the edge 
of the buffeting; waters, I was too over- 
come With exbaustion to detain bim, 
but two of his fellows who had stood 
near and listened to my words divined 
his purpose and dashed forward, barely 
in time to prevent him from leaping 
into the sea. He struggled fiercely to 
freo himself, but finally permitted his 
restrainers to lead him back to where I 
stood, and there on the surf lashed 
strand, with the hurricane still raging 
about us, he revealed to me in half ar- 
ticulate sobs the mystery’ enshrouding 
the lost Iolani. She was his wife, and 
on the night the storm arose he lay in 
a drunken stupor, from which, at the 
booming of the recall guns, she had 
vainly striven to arouse him, At length, 
in her fearfulness of his being punished, 
she bad conceived the idea of donning 
his uniform and reporting on board in 
his stead. No one bad questioned her 
identity as, mufiled in his oilskins, she 
had entered the boat at the landing, 
and it was not strange that later, amid 
the confusion about the decks of the 
ship, she should have escaped notice, 

What became of Wailoah after we left 
tho island I have never learned, and 
doubtless were it not for the memory of 
his noble wife he would long since have 
passed from my recollections, but when 
in my reveries I again live through the 
appalling scenes af Samoa and view the 
familiar faces of those who perished in 
our fierce battle with the elements there 
is always one which lingers in my fan- 
cies when all others have fled. That 
ove—to which my thoughts must ever 
cling in tenderest admiration—is the 
face of Iolani, the brave Samoan girl,— 
Jose de Olivares in New Orleans Times-

Not an American man or ship was 
injured. 

While the firing by the American 
ships was going on a body of U.S. 
Marines were landed with heavy guns 
at Aguadores and with the help of 
Cubans defeated a detachment of 
Spanish troops and put them to flight. 

The Spanish fleet at Santiago might 
as well throw up the sponge at once. 

Within a day or two, if they ure 
not already there, 25,000 U.S. troops 
are to be landed in Cuba, and short 
work will be made of Blanco and his 
army.

War is one of the greatest evils the 
world has ever known. ‘The business of 
war is to destroy life, property and 
everything that helps to weaken the 


enemy until one or the other is over 


whelmed or compelled to surrender, and 
then the defeated have to obey the 


conquerers, 


There are two kinds of war, civilized 
and uncivilized, Civilized) wartare is 
carried on under certain restrictions; for 
instance, that the prisoners be well fed 
and taken care of until the war ceases 
and then either exchanged or given 


their liberty. 


Other conditions are, that bullets that 
will explode when they strike, or 
poisoned bullets, or anything else that 


will cause unnecessary sulfering are not 
allowed to be used. 


The present war is supposed to be a 


civilized war as it is carried on by 
civilized nations. As I have said before, 


war is one of the greatest evils” the 


world has ever known; in fact, 1 think 


itis the principal one of them Phe 


greatest evils of the world are war, 


yestilanee, famine and drunkenness. 


Var and drunkenness are the greatest 
as they are caused and conducted by 


human beings, and the other two can- 
not be helped, but to a certain extent. 
There is a great difference between 


ancient and modern warfare, In ancient 
warfare the weapons used were very 
simple, such as clubs, axes, bows and 


arrows, ete., weapons of great strength 


rather than skill. 

In modern warfare the winners of 
battles are those possessing the most 
skill, the best weapons and the best 
leaders. ‘The weapons used in modern 


warfare, such as the gattling gun, the 


maxim rapid-fire gun, cannon that will 
throw a shell fifteen miles, torpedoes, 
one of which will destroy the largest 


battleship afloat, the use of dynamite, | 


and the deadly® accuracy of the rifles 
now used by soldiers, All these imple 
ments of war are so destructive that it 
is the opinion of some people that war 
will have to be abolished. 

Regarding the present war between 
Spain and the U. S.: This war was 
brought about by Spain's refusal to 


comply with a demand made by the U,| 
Onur demands were that she should | 


S 


evacuate Cuba and Cuban waters in 
order that the Cubans might enjoy self- 
government. Our reasons tor making 
this demand were as follows: Owing 
to wars between Spain and Cuba caused 
by Spanish misgovernment, treachery 
and cruelty, citizens of the U.S. doing 
business and owning property in Cuba 
have been robbed, imprisoned, and even 
murdered, Our government has been 
put to enormous expense ino trying to 
prevent Cuban Spaniards in the U.S 
from sending aid to their distressed 
countrymen in Cuba, 

In the last war Spain killed the crew 
of the Virginius. She acknowledged 
herself in the wrong by agreeing to 
salute the flag, pay indemnity, and 
punish the officer that was responsible. 
Instead of punishing she promoted the 
officer. 

Our battleship) Maine was destroyed 
in Havana Harbor when we were at 
peace with her, The destruction of our 
Maine was a terrible deed and re 
sembles the attempts being made now 


to destroy the powder mills in New| 
Jersey and in other parts of the country. | 
If Spain was not guilty she would try | 


to discover the perpetrator, which she 


did not do. If the Spaniards had been | 


orderly people we would not have to 
send the Maine to Havana, but they are 
not and therefore we sent her there for 
the protection of American citizens that 
were there. The Spanish people are so 
violent, disorderly, and unreliable that 
even now, when at war with a powertul 
nation they are rioting and acting in 
such a disorderly manner that martial 
law has been proclaimed and the Spanish 
rulers fear their people more than they 
do the war with the United States, 

The wholesale murder of her own 
subjects by starvation and various other 
causes obliged us to make our demand 
upon Spain tn order that the present 
condition of affairs in Cuba might be 
ended. In this matter the patience of 


the U.S. in her dealings has never been | 


exceeded, We believe our country is in 
the right and we will, if necessary, 
sacrifice every man and dollar we possess 
in order to compel Spain to accede to 
our demands, and to uphold the honor 
and dignity of our flag and nation,

The Third Volume of Town Records. 


A little while ago an article appeared 
from our pen on the subject of our re- 
reading and comparison of a copy of the 
second volume of Woburn Town Records 
with the original in’ the present City | 
Clerk's office. We have nade the same 
comparison and examination of — the 
third, and are happy to show to an 
indulgent public a few of the results | 
obtained from our investigation of the 
great variety of information regarding 
the Woburn of two centuries ago to be 
found in these old records, 

Like the other volume lately noticed 
this one is a book of Selectmen's records, 
a veritable day book, as it) were, of | 
their transactions at their different meet- 
ings. ‘The period covered is from. the 
years 1681 to 1693. Lt is impossible to 
present such extended (ranuseripts as we 
would like in the limits of a brief news- 
paper article, but such as we do offer 
we believe will be thoroughly under- 
stood, tor they speak for themselves, 

The original volume is in the hand- 
writing of William Johnson, James 
Converse, Samuel Carter, and Samuel 
Waiker. The first was a son of Capt. 
Kdward Johuson, the first ‘Town Clerk. 
The second was the celebrated Major | 
James Couverse, distinguished in the 
Indian War of 1690, The third was 
a minister, the son of Rev. Thomas 
Carter, first pastor of the first church 
founded in Woburn. The fourth was | 


the son of the first Samuel Walker, who] ; 


settled in Woburn, The copy was made 
by Miss Lottie W. Wyman, under the 
direction of Hon, Edward FB. Jolinson. 
The Selectmen met the 2d of April, 
1683, and approved of the inhabitants | 
hiring Josiah Hobbs to be their herds- 
man, and enjoin all inhabitants con- 
cerned .u the order made by the honored

For Commissioner, Lieutenant 
James Converse was chosen, and also 
Recorder for the said town, to keep the 
town books, ete. ‘This record was entered 
on the second day of July, 1688, for the 
reasons that follow, At the same meect- 
ing, May 21, the town agreed, and voted 
to allow James Converse ten shillings 
by the year, for keeping the town books 
and recording the townusmen’s acts, At 
the meeting on July Yd, the Selectmen 
reading over the records of town oflicers,

In 1690 it was a time of war and the 
militia and Selectinen made an examin 
ation of the town stock of ammunition 
and found 128 lbs. of powder in weight, 
with the barrel, and in another barrel, 
46 Ibs. more. They found 68 Ibs. of 
shot, and a small quantity match to 
fire a gun, and they agreed with Ger- 
shom Flagg to provide what more was 
wanting. He was also empowered by 


the town to repair the pound, and to 
provide a new. pair of stocks for the 
town’s use, This Gershom Flagg was 


unable to perform these duties, because 


he was soon called into active service 

Lieutenant, and was killed at) the 
age of forty-nine, on July 6, 1690, ina 
battle with the lndians at Wheelwright’s 
Pond in New Hampshire. The town 
was debtor on May 4, 1691, to Joseph 
Richardson, for making the stocks, and 
to Ensign Walker, for the irons foi 


them, 10s. In the same year, the Select 


men agreed with Israel Reed to repan 
the pound, and they also at the same 
time procured a pair of stocks which 
were needed in the town. The pound 


was enclosed by a wooden fence, because 
posts for it are mentioned in the 
records, and some of it was set up 
because at had fallen down, and gates 
for it are mentioned also. ‘The town 
stocks for offenders against the law are 
mentioned in 1684, when they were 
up.” Iron work for the pound and for 
the meeting-house doors was mentioned 


in 1685, ‘The Constables carried staves 
as a badge of office. In 1687 the town 
paid at painter for painting the con- 


stables staves, and also money for Con- 
stables’ staves at Boston. ‘This money 
came from the sale of certain land. In 


1688 the underpinning of the meeting- 


house was repaired, and the windows 
and seats in it that had fallen down 
were restored, 

In 1690) oceurred an expedition to 
Quebec under Sir William Phips, in 
which twenty-four Woburn men served. 
In the latter part of the year George 
Polly appeared before the Seleetmen,

If there was | 
to be an explanation, he must make it, 
Still the bare mention of 1890 and 1891 
made him wince, and eyery time he 
spoke the name McCreedy he would 
sink into astate of profound melan- | 
choly. 

“Tt’s warm today, Wainwright,’’ he 
would say to his secretary. ‘‘I’ll work 
tonighit.’’ 

Then at night he would say: ‘'I can’t 
work tonight. Tomorrow morning I 
shall feel more like it.’’ 

This went on for a fortnight, and the 
reminiscences consequently remained 
stationary at this point.

The Third Volume of Town Records, | 
Il. | 


In May, 1691, there came a complaint 
to the Seleetmen from credible persons 
that the wife of Thomas Lepingwell, by 
reason of long sickness, was in such 
want that she suffered much, and that 
her need was such as could not be sup- 
plied without money. The Selectmen, 
therefore, ordered Samuel Walker to 
lay down for cach Selectman a shilling, 
and to give it in to the hands of Hannah 
Flagg, to lay out to supply her sister, 
the wife of Thomas Lepingwell, Samuel 
Walker did then presently deliver five 
shillings in silver to said Hannah Flagg, 
to supply the wants of her sister. 

“December the 7th, 1691, it was voted 
that the late Constables, viz., John Ken- 
dall and Lieut.

Feb. the 15th, 1601-2, the Seleetmen 
reckoned with the Widow ‘Thompson for 
ringing the bell and sweeping the meet- 
ing-house, unto the first of August, LOL, 
Her husband had previously dove this 
for many yenrs. On Feb, 22, 1692-3, the 
Selectmen reckoned with the Widow 
Susanoa Thompson again, for pertorm- 
ing the same oflices. Women capable of 
yerforming a man’s work appear to have 
yeen Common in those days. 

The 6th of April, 1692, the Selectmen 
met and took care for the relief of 
George Polly’s wife and children, being 
in necessity, and the man being pressed 
out upon the service of the country; the 
Selectmen at the same meeting did pro- 
vide both corn and firewood for the re- 
lief of the abovesaid George Polly's 
family. 

At a meeting in 1692 the Selectmen 
voted and granted to James Burbeen a 
piece of Jand on the back side of his 
house to set a leanto on and a ladder 
behind it. The land was evidently the 
town’s, and the piece granted was 25ft. 
by 18ft. in dimensions. The grantee 
paid one shilling in money to the town's 
use for the privilege. Having furnished 
the town with writing paper to the 
value of one shilling, this was accepted 
in payment for the land that his leanto 
stood on, ‘The meeting-house was fur- 
nished with a ladder in 1693 

There is an interesting account of the 
work done on Mr, Fox's house. He was 
the second settled minister of the town, 
and the house was built for him practi- 
cally by the town. It stood where the 
present Library Building now stands, 

First, the house was built in the year 
1680 by a commission composed — of 
William Jolnson, Deacon Josiah Con- 
verse, and Ensign James Converse. Ger 
shom Flagg had charge of the persons 
who “wrought at the cellar.’ Money in 
silver was paid to his wife on the 
“drink account.” A “summer,” or large 
timber, or beam, laid as a bearing-beam, 
was used, and also joist and timber, 
bricks and clay.

The man or woman summering by the 
seaside or in the mountains, perhaps 
hever gives a thought to the weary 
women and girls living in small un- 
comfortable quarters, trying to eke out 
A mengre income by many hours of toil, 
Chere are thousands of this class who 
long fora breath of country air, but 
eannot afford to take a vacation. It

While the 
senior writer has seen persons who re- 
membered this old house, there are 
probably few or none now living who 
saw it during the time of its existence
